It was claimed that their effect 
Is mentally and morally harmful. The 
matter was referred to the Local Coun¬ 
cil of Women. By lta prompt action 
the local society was able to prohibit 
an undesirable exhibition arranged 
for the fall fair. Mayor Learning, 
president of the society, and the chief 
officials of the Agricultural Associa¬ 
tion readily eo-operated. 

It has been decided to obtain legal 
opinion regarding the legality of 
animal experimentation. Any infor¬ 
mation relative to such experiments 
may be sent to the secretary and wlU 
be treated as confidential. 

The board unanimously agreed 
that in the event of state health 
insurance becoming a fact, all per¬ 
sons subscribing to such a scheme 
should have the right to choose any 
need leal practitioner they may ap¬ 
prove, regardless of cult.

Your body requires water, mineral 
salts, protein, 1st. carbohydrates and 
vitamins In certain quantities When 
these are taken Into the body they 
furnish materials for growth and re¬ 
pair, and also the energy for running 
the human machine in Its dally 
work. . 

The average man doing light work 
burns up 2.700 calories a day; when 
he la at real, about 1.200 calories a 
day. When he la doing medium work 
he burns up about 4.000 calories: 
when doing hard work, from 4,000 
to 6,000 calories a day. 

Women and children need fewer 
calorics than do men. A woman 
needs about 2.500 calories a day and 
a child of ten about the same; a 
child five years old about 1,500. and 
a one-year-old child about 600. 

It la the difference in the sloe of 
the body and the amount of activity 
in which the person indulges that 
makes the difference in the calorie 
requirements. 

Proteins vary, being divided roughly 
as animal and vegetable proteins. 
Animal protein, such aa meat. eggs, 
fish and cheese, la usually called 
first-class protein, because It la of 
the greatest Importance In main¬ 
taining grdwth and repair of the 
body. 

Vegetable protein Is of loss biologi¬ 
cal value. Unless proteins are 
properly selected, the bones and 
teeth will not develop suitably. 

Fate V^e a high yield of energy 
and are the chief sources of ntamlna 
! A and D Butter and cream are the 
j most palatable forms of fat. They 
i are at the same tifpe the ones best 
; used by tbe body, since they melt 
at the temperature of the body end 
f are easily assimilated. 

It is important to regulata the 


amount of fat. If the amount taken 
Is In excess of the carbohydrates for 
balancing the diet, there la a liability 
of acidosis. 

The carbohydrates are sugars which 
yield energy and tend to spare the 
proteins from use os energy pro¬ 
ducers. On the other hand, the de¬ 
sire for sugars tends to promote < 
overweight and. In children, takes I 
away tbe desire tor other foods. 

Of the salts most needed by the 
body. Iron, calcium and phosphorus 
should be most carefully watched. 
They are absolutely necessary tor 
proper growth of the bonea and fer 
proper development of the blood. 

Iron la found In lean red meat, 
especially in liver, In the yolka of 
eggs. In carrots and In most of the 
green vegetables and In fruits. Cal¬ 
cium la found abundantly In milk 
and. In fair amounts, in fruits and 
vegetables. Phosphorus Is found In 
eggs, milk, whole wheat, oatmeal and 
many nuts. 

Thus, a person who eats a variety 
of foods, If in sufficient quantities, 
#111 get the things he needs for hie 
growth and health.

Canadian commercial houses would 
have to send expert salesmen to com¬ 
pete on the ground with other coun¬ 
tries If Canada were to obtain a share 
of the business, he said.
